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The State of Ireland. 

The Irish Government s wisdom in per- 
mitting the Republican Party to hold its 
“ National Assembly ” yesterday was justi- 
fied by the event. ‘The thing im one sense 
was futile and unreal, but in another it 
conveyed a very grave warning to the Irish 
The Press Gallery—reinforced by 
from all parts of the 
world—witnessed a/solemn act of detiance 
of the British Empire by a body of young 
men who have not the slightest notion of 
that Empire’s power and resources and not 
a particle of experience in the conduct of 
public affairs, These men are to-day the 
elected representatives. of three-fourths of 
the Irish people, and the more quickly 
Ireland becomes convinced of the folly 
which elected them the sooner her sanity 
will return. The Assembly gave the 
British Government a formal notice 
quit, and proclaimed this country’s com- 
It uttered an appeal 
to those “free nations’’ of the earth 
against which Sinn Fem, with its “ gallant 
allies in Europe, ” declared war in 1916. 
It published a provisional constitution 
which is a fantastic mixture of autocracy 
and artlessness. It accepted a “ demo- 
cratic programme ’’ the astonishing vague- 
ness of which permits if to be associated 
with any one of a hundred brands of 
modern Socialism, or with them all, It 
renewed the farce of nominating three of 
its members to attend the Peace Con- 
ference. The whole afternoon was spent in 
these cloudy performances, and at the end 
of it the four hundred thousand persons 
who voted for Sinn Fem at the General 
. Fiection were still without answers to the 
two things that they want to know. How 
does the “ National Assembly ” intend to 
get a hearing at the Peace Conference? If it 
fails to be heard there, what is its alter- 
native scheme for the winning of an Irish 
Republic? Has it evolved any scheme 
which could be effective without plunging 
Ireland into misery, poverty, and blood- 
shed? These young men say (and we do 
not question their sincerity) that they are 
all ready to die for Ireland ; but what else 
do they propose to do for her? They 
cannot tell the country because they do not 
know.

open defiance of all the sanctions of 
British law? That is the real danger, and 
it is a very urgent danger. There are two 
sets of Republicans in Ireland to-day. One 
set filled the public eye yesterday with its 
theatrical protests against British rule. 
It consists of a body of idealists who 
nurture themselves quite honestly on 
visions of an independent, but peaceful and 
pious, Ireland. The other set has a very 
different ideal—the ideal which has sub- 
merged unhappy Russia in shame and 
ruin, It proposes to apply the principles 
of Lenin and Trotsky to Irish affairs. It 
is working for the disintegration of society 
and for the confiscation of all property, 
public and private. So Jong as the idealists 
continue to pave the way for its success 
by weakening and discrediting constituted 
government it will suffer them to enjoy 
the limelight. When the time comes for 
its own more thorough revolution it will 
dispossess them and will take command 
of the last act of Ireland's tragedy. The 
National Assembly advocates disregard of 
British law. Does it realise its responsi- 
bility in a country where all the black 
passions and private lusts that four 
stormy years have éngendered are waiting 
eagerly for an outlet? It has roused hopes 
which it cannot fulfil, Has it begun ‘to 
think of the opportunities which Irish 
Bolshevism expects to find in the cqning 
days of reaction and disillusionment ? 

We have at the head of affairs in Ireland 
to-day a man who, in the worst crisis of 
the war, knew his duty and did it simply 
and splendidly. He is confronted now 
with a different, but perhaps not less difli- 
cult, task. Viscount French could not have 
held his ground at Ypres if ‘his soldiers 
had not supported him. He can fight 
sedition effectively, we do not doubt, prith 
the machinery of*the law ; but, 1f Ireland is 
to come quickly and honourably through her 
present troubles, he must have something 
more: he must be able to rely upon the 
good-will and help of all sensible Irish- 
men. We do not merely say all loyal 
Irishmen, for there are thousands in Ilre- 
land to-day who, while not professing 
loyalty y..our sense of the word, must 
have sufficient sense to recognise the evils 
with which their peace is threatened by 
immature idealism on the one side and by 
grim Bolshevism on the other. There are 
two safeguards now for Ireland's good 
name, for her material prosperity, for all 
her public and private interests ; and one, 
without the other, will not suffice. They 
are a firm and fearless enforcement of the 
law, and the existence of a public opinion 
which will equally intolerant of 
political lunacy and crime and 
outrage. In enforcing ihe law Lord 
French must have at his back the 
opinion of all who shrink from national 
dishonour and have anything to lose from 
the dislocation of industry, the ruin of 
agriculture, and—worst of all—the faihire 
of the restraints of decency and religion. 
We hope and believe, for instance, that 
the prompt action of the military authori- 
ties in pYoclaiming the district where the 
two constables were murdered yesterday 
will have the hearty approval of every 
honest man in County Tipperary. Yester- 
day four hundred Dublin Fusiliers—brave 
true Trishmen all—left the Dublin 
Mansion House as the Republican Party 
was about to enter it. The priest who had 
shared their sufferings in Germany gave 
them this simple mandate—* Be true to 
your faith and te ‘your country.’” It 1s 
the mandate that all Ireland needs at this 
time, when folly walks abroad in the garb 
of patriotism, and, in its tragic blindness, 
preaches the breaking-up of laws. 
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The German Elections. 


The general election for a National 
Assembly took place throughout Germany 
Sunday. Everywhere if appears 
have been held without any con- 
disturbance, except in the 
some places where the Spar- 
tacists attempted to create trouble by 
seizing the ballot boxes. In view, how- 
ever, of the gravely disturbed state of the 
country, resulting from the abortive Bol- 
shevist effort at a coup détat on the 
immédiate eve of it, the orderly conduct 
of the election is one of its most remark- 
able features. Another is the extraordi- 
narily heavy poll. The number of regis- 
tered voters is estimated at thirty-nine 
millions ; all persons of either sex over the 
age of twenty were entitled to exercise the 
franchise, extended by the revolution to 
include women and soldiers, neither of 
whom were permitted to vote for the Im- 
perial Reichstag. Remarkable interest 
was everywhere taken in the election, 
which was conducted on the principle of 
proportional representation. In Berlin, 
out of a total electorate of 1,400,000, no 
less than 1,200,000 votes were recorded 
The exhaustive nature of the poll should 
make the National Assembly, when it 
meets, an accurate reflection of German 
public opinion, and by so mueh assure the 
stability of the properly constituted 
Government which it will create. The full 
results of the election will probably not 
be known until the end of the week, but a 
general idea of its outcome may already be 
formed. Six parties—some of them with 
different. titles in certain of the Federal 
States—competed for the favour of the 
electorate. Of these, among the four 
“ bourgeois’ parties, the National Party 
represented the old Conservative or Junker 
Party; the People’s Party was mainly 
composed of the Pan-German wing of the 
defunct National Liberal Party, which 
derived its chief strength. from the great 
industrialists; the Christian Democratic 
Party was the former Catholic Centre 
Party under another name; and the 
Democratic Party represented the old Pro- 
gresMive Party, combined with the left 
wing of the National Liberals and certain 
other liberal elements. The old Social 
Democratic Party is split into the Majority 
Socialists, who are at present in office, and 
the Independent Socialists, who have 
Jeaned increasingly towards the Spafta- 
cists. In the result, the more extreme 
parties, Right and Left, have suffered 
heavy defeat. The Independent Socialists, 
outside Berlin and a few other centres, 
have paid severely for their association 
with the Spartacists, and at the opposite 
end of the political scale the programme

jected. An authoritative forecast gives the 
Majority Socialists more than forty per 
cent, of the seats. They will thus be the 
strongest single party, but will not com- 
mand an absolute majority. In this case 
they will probably form a coalition with 
the Democrats, the most liberal of the 
“bourgeois ” parties, who are credited with 
fifteen to tweuty per cent. of the seats, 
while the strong block of Centre Party 
members drawn from the Roman Catholic 
South will constitute a powerful element’ 
of stability outside the Government. The 
result of the election permits us to hope 


that Germany will soon have a secure and 


properly accredited Government. with 
which the Allies cau conclude peace,

Airships. 
The-Air Ministry issued last night a 
report in which the relative advantages of 


the airship and the aeroplane are discussed 
in detail, and the policy that is likely to 


be pursued in their future development is J 


outlined. So far as the aeroplane is con- 
cerned, it is considered that greater 
efficiency will not result from imcrease im 
size, and that the tendency will be to 
confine the machines constructed in the 
future to muderate dimensions. On the 
other hand, experiments leave no room 
for doubt that, the more the size of the 
airship is increased, its efficiency becomes 
correspondingly greater. It is, therefore, 
believed that the best policy is to develop 
the aeroplane for transport over compara- 
tively short distances—from 500 to 800 
miles—and the rigid airship for trans- 
oceanic and trans-continental flights. 
An airship can remain aloft while engine 
repairs are effected. It always remains 
on an even keel, and there is, there- 
fore, no danger in flying at night or 
in fog or clouds. 
one airship was lost in the United King- 
dom through catching fire in the air, and 
that was while experiments were being 
made with a new type of machine. Some 
of the airships in use at present are 
capable of remaining in the air for seven 
days at a stretch, and during that period 
they could cover a distance of 8,000 miles. 
The Air Ministry’s experts believe that it 
would be quite within the range of possi- 
bility io construct a machine which 
would be able to remain “ afloat’ for three 
weeks and fly 20,000 miles. It is sug- 
gested that. large, rigid airship stations 
should be established at distances of 2,000 
or 3,000 miles apart, mainly for trans- 
oceanic traffic, while the aeroplane would 
be used for bringing passengers and mer- 
chandise to these from neighbouring 
countries. In this way the aeroplane 
would compete with the cross-Channel 
steamers and railways and the airship 
with the ocean liners. It is estimated 
that, if such a scheme were adopted, the 
time occupied on a voyage from Cork to 
New York would be reduced by at least 
fifty per cent.

Bolsheviks, who are never tired of circu- 
lating the slander that the Allies are 
aiming at the restoration of the Tsardom. 
On the whole, it would appear to be in 
the general interest that the present rising 
should “fizzle out,” like its many pre- 
decessors. 

The elections in Germany have gone in 
‘much the same way as things did here at 
the General Election. The voters have re- 
jected the extremists and returned the 
more moderate candidates. It appears, if 
the figures published can be relied upon, 
that the bourgeois parties will command a 
narrow majority in the Reichstag if they 
can only agree. The result of the elec- 
tions indicates that the German people 
are anxious to settle down with a stable 
Government and to put an end to the 
fanciful ideas of the Spartactets, 

The Ministry of Information has to be 
thanked for the publication of the ex- 
Kaiser's letter to the Emperor Francis 
Joseph in the early days of the war 
announcing the German policy of 
barbarism and “ frightfulness.’”’ The letter 
was first printed by a friend of the 
Entente, to whom it was shown in Vienna 
at the beginning of the war. The Ministry 
of Information took care that the letter 
was freely reproduced in the neutral 
countries, and it was first printed in Lon- 
don on November 9th last. This letter 
looks like being one of the most telling 
documents of the war, and it may easily 
prove the death-warrant of the ex-Kaiser. 

London has suddenly grown too small 
for its people. Trains, tubes, trams, and 
‘buses are unable to accommodate the 
tremendous number of people now moving 
about every ‘day, wet or fine. On -the 
suburban railways the only way to get 
a seat is to go to the station whence the 


impossible, with the result that extra- 
ordinary scenes are to be witnessed.

In 
the evening the masses of people returning 
home after a day’s work are met by masses 
of people in search of amusement, with 
the result that the tube stations and 
underground passages are almost blocked 
with humanity. The situation seems to 
become worse every day, but there is some 
prospect of relief so soon as the London 
General Omnibus Company can increase its 
fleet of vehicles. Before the war it had 
about 3,000 vehicles on the streets. To- 
day the number is reduced to 1,850, but 
another 1.000 are to be added as soon as 
they can Ve built. 

People are asking the reason for this 
tremendous crowding, and it is probable 
that the answer may be found in several 
directions. One is that, with the end of 
the war and the air raids, people who 
have. been staying at home for many 
months past now feel that they may 
venture out with safety, and they are 
making the fullest use of the opportunity. 
Another is that improved conditions of 
labour enable the working classes to move 
about with greater freedom and a more 
liberal expenditure of money than they 
have hitherto enjoyed. Yet another is the 
great number of soldiers moving about 
either on pleasure or business. 

Not only is the publication of the 
weather reports suspended during the war 
being now resumed, but a new feature has 
been added. Zhe Times appends to the 
usual communiqué from the Meteorological 
Office a paragraph, headed “ Aviation 
Weather,” giving the velocity of the wind 
currents at various heights yesterday, and | 
also a forecast of the probable flying con- 
ditions to-dav.

rhe victims are Constable M‘Donnell and Gon- 
stible O'Connell. They were escorting a quan- 


tity of gelignite from Tipperary town to Solo- 


headbeg quarry, about three miles away. One 
of the attackers drove off with the gelignite 


while -the others seized the policemen’s rifles 


and ammunition. 

Later information shows that the gelignite 
was being taken on a horse cart from the 
military barracks in Tipperary to Soloheadbeg 
quarry, three miles from the town, for blasting 
purposes. The two constables walked beside 
the cart with loaded rifles, accompanied by 
Patrick Flynn, an employé of the County Coun- 
cil, who was in charge of the gelignite, and 


ithe driver of the cart, James Godfrey. 


Between 12.30 and 1 o'clock, about a dozen 
masked men jumped over the roadside fence 
near Soloheadbeg quarry, and shouted, “ Hands 
up!*" “* Almost at the same moment,” said 
Flynn, “I heard a report, and the two con- 
stables fell on the road. One of the men got 
into the cart, and drove away in the direction 
of the quarry with the gelignite. The others 
took the policemen’s rifles and ammunition 
from them, and went away in a different 
direction.

THE MINISTER OF WAR AT OPORTO. 

Reuter’s Vigo Correspondent, telegraphing on 
Tuesday, says:—The Minister of War arrived 
ab Oporto at 4 o'clock this morning, in a 
special train from Lisbon» He came to study 
personally the situation, and hoped to be able 
to prevent the proclamation of a Monarchy. 
He was, however, unmsuccesful, owing to the 
attitude of all the corps cormra-nders of the 
garrison. When he visited the bar-reks of the 
Republican Guards he was arresved, but was 
released immediately, after figming a declara- 
tion of his adherence to the Monarchy. After 
ihe preclamation of the Monarchy, the troops 
marched through the streets of Oporto, amid 
the cheers of the crowd for the Army, the 
Monarchy, and the King. The new Ministers 
have taken up their quarters in ihe official 
buildings.

Mr. Lupton said:—Reports appeared in the 
Dublin evening papers of Tuesday and Thursday 
last, and in some of the morning papers of the 
following days, purporting to be the remarks of 
the learned Recorder of Dublin on the admims- 
tration of justice in juyenile cases, ana his 
comments on the methods and practice of the 
magistrates in these dourts. eso remarks 
and comments appear to have been made dur- 
ing the hearing of two cases: one, a charge of 
housebreaking or burglary and larceny against 
five young boys; the other an appeal from a 
magistrate’s order committing a boy to a re- 
formatory. The learned Recorder is reported 
to have said that the magistrates should inflict 
penalties on 

urglary, and iarc 
hair w think of dealing with boys by sending 
them to reformatories; that they should be 
thrashed with a cane or flogged; and that he 
had resolved to have thé birch applied in euch 
a way that boys would remember it all their 
lives. These observations have been interpreted 
as edverse criticism of the magistrates, and, 
from the fact that the learned Recorder singled 
me out by name, his statements have been 
understood to mean that I, as a 
dealt with those cases, and that my 
reprehensible, or, at least, unwise. 1 dealt 
with neither of the cases; I never even heard of 
one of them until my name was so mentioned; 
no child or young person was sent by me for 
trial to the last Sessions, and there was no ap- 
peal from any order of mine pons a child 
or young person to a reformatory. cannot, 
and would not if I.could, discuss the propriety 
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of the decisions of my brother magistrates in. 


the cases attributed to me. Jf the suggestion 
of the learned Recorder is that parents are to 
be arbitrarily punished, without regard to their 
personal culpability, as some of the reports scem 
to indicate, such a course would be unjust. Any 
other suggestion is superfluous. 
ment of parents in proper cases has been known 
to, and practised in, this court for a consider- 
able time. 
parental correction of children has ‘a better 


moral effect than any punishment I can inflict. | 


The law does not permit drastic thrashing 


| or flogging, or urlimited punishment with the 


birch. In my opinion, appropriate birching is 
the best punishment that magistrates can give 
in many cases, but, in the majority of juvenile 
cases which come before these courts, and in 
winch birching would be salutary, magistrates 
have no jurisdiction whatever to birch, and it 
would be unjust to punish the parents. Magis- 
trates can only order the birch in cases which 
may be tried by indictment at Assizes or 
Quarter Sessions, and in which those tribunals 
can award that punishment, and when parents 
do not obpect to their children being tried im 
the police courts. Then a. six strokes can be 
ordered, and only to offenders under 14 years 
of age. Courts of Quarter Sessions, and, there- 
fore, the learned Recorder, can, I believe, order 
whipping under various statutes. nder the 
Larceny Act, 1916, forthe offences stated in tt, I 
believe he can order 25 strokes of the birch. 
Before the year 1908 magistrates, acting as a 
court of summary jurisdiction, had power to 
inflict 12 strokes on offenders between 12 and 
14 years of age. This power was taken away 
by the Children Act, 1908, from which it may 
be inferred reasonably that the Legislature in- 
tendod serious gases, in which six strokes of 
the birch were considered ficient by 


which can order a greater punishment, for in- 
stance, 25 strokes if negessary, under the 
Larceny Act, 1916. I think I’ have not com- 
mitted more than four boys to reformatories 
since I have been @ magistrate. I respectfully 
decline to adopt @ (practice not to commit any 
boy. In the cases now before me a youthful 
band is charged with housebreaking, burglary; 
and larceny. Three shops have been broken 
inte, and goods stolen and property destroyed 
or injured to the extent of about £50, Two 
adults are charged with receiving some of the 
stolen articles knowing them to have . been 
stolen. If I found these boys guilty I would 
not, on account of their ages, send them to a 
place of detention, or commit them to an in- 
diistrial school or reformatory, because I woul; 
not feel justified in relieving their parents 6 
their obligations to support 
the circumstances of the case I could not 
it reasonable to punish the parents, I would 
consider six strokes of the birch insufficient. TF, 
therefore, return the cases for trial. If .the 
learned Recorder of Dublin thinks such a 
course unsatisfactory or faulty, it seems to me 
that it is not, a reason for stricturés on magis- 
trates based? on insufficient premises. Particu- 
lar and pointed reference was made to me by 
the learned Revorder in the cases before him to 
which I have referred. In one he is reported 
to have expressed a wish that a — constable 
“ would cogvey his view to Mr. Lupton.” Police 
constables are ordinary litigants or witwesses m 
the police courts. I have never before known 
an instance in which a judge has sent a verbal 
and official message to. another court a 
litigant. or witness, and, in my experience, it is 
nnusual for one court to admonish another, ax 
it would a culprit, through the medium of a 
oliceman. In another case before him on 
hursday the learned Reeorder charged that 
one of my brother magistrates had exceeded his 
jurisdiction, and he expressed his ‘surprise 
thereat. That charge has been withdrawn. I 
only refer to it to point out the fact that no 
cuch reparation has been made to me. I do 
not make these observations ingany epirit of 
self-justification, but because I feel that justice 
cannot be administered in these courts—there 
will be no respect for it—if I remain silent. If 
think it right to say that I speak for myself 
alorre. ; 

The acensed were formally committed for 
trial to the City Commission, and liberated on 
bail, the children on their parents’ security of 
£10 each, and the two adults an £10 bail each.

The Chairman said that the profits of the 
bank for the half-year which ended on the 3lat 
December, after making the most ample pro- 
vision for all bad and doubtful debts, amounted 
to £50,897. There was thus shown an increase 
on the profits of the corresponding period in 
the preceding year of £11,935. Those enhanced 
earnings were, of course, due to the bank's 
largely increased resources. When the sum 
brought forward from the previous account, 
£19,103, was added to these profits, they had a 
sum of £70,000 with which to deal. They had 
decided to recommend that the rate of dividend 
distribution, which a year ago was raised from 
16 to 17 per cent., be now further increased to 
18 per cent. It had always been their care, 
when considering an addition to the rate of the 
dividend, to convince themselves that, so far as 
thew judgment and foresight enabled them to 
estimate, they should be capable of maintain- 
ing the enhanced rate, and they had again this 
time been at pains to make the same cautious 
examination of the position. ‘They had added 
to the reserve fund out of the profits of the 
half-year a sum of £40,000, which made a 
total addition to this fund during the year of 
£65,000, and raised it to £400,000, the highest 
point which it had ever reached. The figure re 
maining to be carried to the new account was 
£17,400, showing a small reduction on the 
amount brought in. Their obligations to their 
customers by way of deposita and current ac- 
counts again showed very remarkable expansiou. 
Last year the increase exhibited for the pre- 
ceding twelve months, £2,655,904, was by far 
the largest which had occurred in any previous 
period; and this year the figure now disclosed a 
growth which was considerably greater atil). 
The figure of deposits and current accounts at 
the end of December, 1917, was £11,714,415, and 
during the year which had since passed they 
had risen to £15,916,896—that was to say, by 
£4,202,481, This jncrease was due mainly to the 
continuance of the high prices for every kind of 
agricultural produce. It may be taken, speak- 
ing roughly, to represent the savings for the 

ast year of their customers of the farming 
classes, and it was a clear indication of the con- 
fidence of the public in the position and stability 
of the bank. (Applause.) Torsins to the other 
side of the balance-sheet, they would find that 
the cash in hand and with their bankers, at 
call and short notice, and in Treasury bills 
amounted to £5,699,072. Their investments now 
stand at £6,047,732,.as against £2,242,012, and 
the total of these various items making up their 
liquid assets was thus £11,746,804, an increase 
of £5,515,314.

During the years in which, owing 
to war conditions, their securities, in common 
with those held by all other banks, were falling 
continuously in value they provided, with the 
shareholders’ full concurrence and approval, 
half-year by half-year, for the entire deprecia- 
tion which had -taken place in every one of the 
securities making up their investments, It was 
satisfactory to recall that they were throughout 
enabled, “owing to their condition of prepared- 
ness for eventualities, to make without difficulty 
the full provision required, and it was not, he 
hoped, unreasonable to anticipate thatethe neces- 
sity for drastic action of a similar kind was not 
again likely to. arise. Their loans under the 
headings of bills discounted and advances by 
way of overdrawn accounts stand at £4,715°220, 
as against £5,969,032, having grown during the 
year by £746,188. The balance-sheet showed, 
then, under all headings—profits, reserve, de- 
posts liquid securities, and loans—figures 
argely in excess of those hitherto at any time 
attained. The awful war which devastated the 
world for more than four years had now ended 
in the sudden and dramatic collapse of the 
Central Empires and the triumphant victory of 
the Allied Armies, and a peace based on justice 
would, they might hope, be soon concluded. Of 
the officials who volunteered for the war, they 
had to lament, as they knew, the loss of eighteen 
killed im action, They were now arranging to 
replace in the bank’s service all of those who 
had survived and who desired to return to them. 
Ireland was never before possessed to the same

Sir John Scott, having congratulated the 
Chairman upon the honour cenferred upon him 
by the King, said the report was very satis- 
factory, but he would like to see a larger 
amount set down as having been advance.) to 
customers. The future of the country was 
very promising, and he had no doubt that the 
directors of their bank would rise to the 
occasion and give every encouragement to 
traders and commercia] enterprises which may 
require accommodation. The increased divi- 
dend wae, of course, welcome. A financier had 
worked it out at 2id. per share. Many 
thought it would have been better if the divi- 
dends were free of income tax or if the 
directors had recommended a substantial bonus 
for shareholders, especially seeing that the nett 
profite were so very satisfactory, and that the 
reserve, fund now stands at £400,000. being 
exactly double the capital. He had suggested 
before that the balance sheet should show the 
gross profits of the bank, and also that it should 
show the amount paid to the staff in bonuses. 
As they had now a new firm of auditors, he 
would again suggest that these two matters be 
adopted in future, All the shargholders, in 
fact, everybody, hoped that the officers had 
been liberally and generously dealt with, but 
the shareholders of this bank had no informa. 
tion on the subject, although other Irish banka 
gave these particulars which he mentioned. 
(Hear, hear.) He referred to the congestion 
which ‘occurs in the bank on bugy days, and 
suggested that temporary arrangements should 
be made to facilitate the customers, many of 
whom had complained of being kept waiting at 
times from twenty minutes to half an hour 
before a lodgment could be taken or a cheque 
cashed, He was not now referring to the 
period of the recent visitation of influenza to 
the city, but before that time and since any- 
body could see that there were times when 
every box in the bank should be opened and 
at work, Another matter was that the teller 
occupied considerable time in writing up their 
books while the customers were waiting, which 
Was a grievance with busy people.

LAW REPORTS. 
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Meter Gar Aocident.—In the King’s Bench, 
Division, before Mr. Justice Madden, Mr. Justice 
Kenny, and Mr. Justice Moore, in two actions by 
Maggie Clarke, of Cornalieve, Virginia, Co. Cavan, 
and Bernar¢d Clarke, who both claim damages from 
W. -T. Carolan, of Virginia, for personal injurics 
cnused by the alleged negligence of the defendant 
in the driving of a motor car, Mr. Wylie, K.C., with 
whom was Mr, Geoghegan (instructed by Mr. 
Francis MecBreen) applied, on behalf of the de- 
fendant, to remit both actions to the County Court 
at Bailieborough. Counsel said the defendant was 
driving his car, with the lights burning. The plain- 
tilfs were in a trap, without lights, on the road, and 
the defendant alleged that the plaintiffs drew across 
the read, causing the collision. ' The mijuries sts 
tained by the female plaintiff were slight, but in 
the cage of Bernard Clarke it was suggested that 
lis injeries brought on appendicitis. This was 
denied. The Solicitor-General, M.P., with whom 
was Mr. T. J. Smyth (instructed by Mr. 1. 2. 
Chambers) for the plaintiffs, resisted the appiic- 
tion. The Court directed the two actions to be 
tried together, without further pleadings, beiore a 
Jury at Cavan Assixes. 

The Stump of a Tree.—The Court of Appeal 
entered judg:.ent for the defendant in the case ol 
Stewart ¥. ‘‘urvagh The action was tried before 
Mr, Justice Gibson and a jury, the plaintiff claiming 
damages caused to his weir on the Agivey River. 
near Garvagh, caused, as alleged, by the stump ol 
a tree carried down by a flood from the bank ol 
the Garvach demesne. On the findings of the jury. 
Mr. Justice Gibson abstained from giving judgment. 
Application was made to the King’s Bench for jude. 
ment, when Mr. Justice Madden and Mr. Justice 

gave judgment for the plaintiff, Mr. Justice 
Moore dissenting. Defendant now appealed. The 
Court held that no question was ever considered or 
left to the jury as to the circumstances under which 
this particular stump got inte the river. The atten- 
tion of the jury. was concentrated on what hap- 
pened to it alter it had got into the river They 
were Of opinion there was no real evidence to 
justify the finding of the jury that Lord Garvagch 
ought to have known that this stump waa lying in 
the bed of the river. Judgment would be. ente red 
for the defendant with costs. Mr. Harrison, K.C.;

Action Against Belfast Solicitor.—in ihe King'’e 
Bench Division, before Mr. Justice Madden, M '. 
Justice Kenny, and Mr. Justice Moore, in a case 
of Tughan v. Tughan, an order was made chane- 
ing the venue to Belfast. The plaintiff, Miss 
Margaret Tughan, brings the action to obtain 
possession of title deeds of certain house property 
in Belfast, which, she alleges, are her property. 
The defendant, Mr. Tughan, is a well-known 
solicitor in Belfast, and is brother eí the plaintiff. 
He denies that the plaintiff was ever lm posseselon 
of the property, dnd says it was purchased by him 
out of his own moneys. He had voluntarily 
allowed his eister to receive the rents, amounting 
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to nearly £800 since 1912, and had also paid 
£438 in respect of outgoings. He now further 
agreed to continue paying the rents to her pending 
the trial. Mr. Justice Madden said the defendant 
had made a most satisfactory offer. Mr. T. W. 
brown, R.C. and Mr. W. Beattie (instructed by 
Meesrs. Lyach and Deerihg) appeared for the de- 
fendant in support of the motion; and Mr. 
Andrews, K.C.. and Mr. H. M. Thempson (in- 
structed by Messrs. €& and UH.

Alieged Misrepresentation in a Dublin Sale.- 
In the Nisi Prius Court, before Mr. Juetice Pim, 
the adjourned case of Belton v. M'Culloch and 
another came on for argument on the findings 
of the jury. The action was by Mr. Patrick 
elton (a political prisoner who had been allowed 
out of Belfast Prison for the purpose of the trial) 
against Mr, James Henry M'Culloch and Mrs.
